o the Editor of the +Cnxwa Ma...’ 

_ Hongkong, Sept. 28, 1897. 
Sis,—In view of the strenuvus effurts 
which are being made at Home to induco 
seafaring people to make themselves ac- 
quainted with ‘First Aid,’ would it pot be 
possible for something to be done in this 
direction by the Third Shipping Port in 
the World? At the official enquiry into 
the loss of the Ades, it ia on record that 
Mr T, A. White, third Engineer, suid in 
his evidence; *My shouldar wii dislocated, 
and was not set right untill gotte Aden;

FUNERAL OF LIEUT, DAWSON. 

*‘Phia morning, the remains of Lisut. Ram- 
ssy Dawson, R.A., whose painfully sudden 
death took place yesterday afternoon, were 
interred in the Happy Valley with fall mi- 
litary honoura. - Tho deceased officer, who 
was very populur both amongs! military 
and civilian friends, was cut dum hy a 
sharp attack of sinallpox at the early age 
of twenty-eight all but two months. He 
was a native of Scotland, and a tery enor 
gatic officer, having joined the Royal Ar- 


-tillery from the Militia as second lieutenant 
in 1891, and was promoted to a first liou- 
tananey on 16th May, 1894.. Ha arrived 
inthe Colony with the two companies of 
Artillery’ at present stationed’ here—the 
35th and 12th Co.'s. At half-past ‘six 
o'cloc’ a Isunch left the Commissariat 
Pier for Kennedy Town Tospital with ao 
detachment of deceased's company on 
board. The coffin was removed from the 
hospital to the launch and taken to Jar- 
ditie’s Pier, where a firing party consisting 
of forty men of the R.A., in command of 
Lieut. Buzzurd, wore drawn up. As the 
coftin was removed from the Launch to the 
gun cSrrioge, the drums and ilfes of the 
West Yorkshire Regiment played ‘The 
Point ‘of War.’ Tho deceased's officer's 
helmet and sword were placed on the 
collin, which was-covered with wreaths, and 
another gun carriage followed ochind bear- 
ing a large wroath. A massive wreath 
sent by the men of the deceased oflicer's 
company bore his initials andthe letters 
“R.A.’ Tho cortege was then formed and 
marched off, the full band of the West 
~Yorkshire Regiment playing the * Dead 
March ' in Suxd.: HOE. the Governor was 
represented by Captain Philkiw, A.D.C, ; 
Colonel Elsdalé, RE., was unable to be 
present owing to his attendance being re~ 
quired at a meeting of the Executive Coun- 
cil. The other officers presant were :—
